The whole purpose o f blue sky legisla­ 
tion is admirably sum med up in the 
d e c i s i o n of a New York court rendered 
In October, 1924: 
“ ‘The statute is aim ed at fraudu­ 
lent devices and false representations. 
It w as not designed to prevent specu­ 
lation or investment.

•* *If one sh ares the confidence and 
optimism of the inventor In a device, 
he should not he prevented from pur­ 
chasing a share In it. 
The legislature 
sought only to protect against mis­ 
leading and fraudulent devices and 
statem ents. 
“ ‘if the facts are clear and the pur­ 
ch aser of stock Is not misled, he is 
free to do as he pleases. The law seeks 
to guard the investor from fraud, not 
from his own decisions deliberately 
and freely made.*

vestm ents will the need for blue sky 
i legislation cease to exist.”
